Washington Merry-Go-Round

Tennessee Congressman 
Has Yen for High Life 
with LES WHITTEN 
WASHINGTON- Rep Harold 
Ford, 
D-Tenn., 
came 
to 
Congress last year as one of its 
most promising freshmen He 
has been assigned to the 
powerful 
House 
Ways 
and 
Means Committee 
But this aggressive young 
Congressman regrettably has a 
weakness for high living He 
also placed his leading cam­ 
paign contributors, or their 
proteges, on his government 
payroll 
Because they did little work, 
he raided the federal manpower 
training program for office 
workers 
This, unfortunately, 
violates federal law. 
The 30-year-old Ford financed 
his campaign, in large part, 
from the contributions he 
received from his campaign 
manager C. Eric Lincoln, the 
Rev 
R. C. George, dentist 
Roberrt 
Tharpe, 
Memphis 
realtor Sam Dattel and their 
intimates. 
On the day Ford was sworn in, 
he immediately put Lincoln, 
Rev. George Tharpe's wife and 
D attel’s 
protege, 
William 
McSwain, on the congressional 
payroll at salaries up to $1,633 a 
month 
By all accounts, only Mrs. 
Tharpe worked an eight-hour 
day for the new Congressman. It 
looked suspiciously as if Ford 
were trying to repay his cam­ 
paign contributors by putting 
them on the public payroll. 
The working members of 
Ford’s office, meanwhile, were 
assigned such unusual duties as 
driving around a pretty, young 
Delta airline hostess who 
frequented the office, chauf- 
feuring Ford back and forth 
from Capitol Hill and babysit­ 
ting his children. 
All of this caused such a heavy 
drain chi Ford’s staff that he had 
to find someone to keep his 
congressional office going. He 
discovered the perfect solution, 
with the help of friends in the 
city and county governments 
back in Memphis. 


Under the federal Com­ 
prehensive 
Em ploym ent 
Training Act, 
funds 
are 
provided to train workers for 
local governments Ford cajoled 
local officials into assigning the 
workers to 
his offices 
in 
Memphis, far 
enough 
from 
Washington 
possibly 
to 
be 
overlooked by the Justice 
Department For this misuse of 
the training program happens to 
be illegal 


Clearly, the 
Congressman 
suspected that he might be 
violating the law For he asked 
the Law Division at the Library 
of Congress for a ruling The 
Library sent him a private, 
unconditional report last Sep­ 
tember that "such employment, 
as a benefit to. the Member, 
would be in violation'’ of the 
statute 
There can be no question, 
therefore, that Ford knew his 
employment 
practices 
were 
against the law Nevertheless, 
he continued to keep at least 
three 
of 
the 
federally-paid 
workers in his office. 
The 
peanlty is a $3,000 fine, plus 
repayment of the salaries. 
The Congressman’s personal 
spending habits are equally 
curious. He professes to be 
broke, yet he scatters money 
around as if it were confetti. 
In 1972, he signed a pauper's 
oath His campaign committee 
is still more than $6,000 in the 
hole. He is being sued for 
lawyer s fees in a redistricting 
case. 
At one hotel, he piled up a debt 
of more than $1,000. At another, 
he was required to pay in ad­ 
vance when his wife passed a 
bad check. At times, he has been 
obliged to borrow cab fare from 
bellhops and office aides. 
In the House stationery store, 
he was "red-listed,” thereby 
barring 
purchases until 
he 
personally deposited money in 
his account. He spent his entire 
$6,500 
stationery 
allowance 
during his first few months in 
office, part erf it to buy hundreds 
of cuff links and other trinkets 
for his friends. 
Yet despite all the wolves at 
his door, he ha^ managed to 


purchase an $80,000 house and 
furnish it lavishly. He granted 
an $18,000 loan to his campaign 
committee, and he splurges on 
clothes at Georgetown's most 
fashionable shops 
Ford has also been ex­ 
travagant with the taxpayers' 
money. Once he tried to charge 
the 
taxpayers 
for 
political 
mailings, promoting a "Harold 
Ford Day ” Even the timid 
House Folding Room turned him 
down, refusing to let him use his 
free mailing privileges to 
promote himself 


At first, Ford conceded that he 
realized 
his 
use of county 
workers violated the law. Later 
he recanted and claimed it was 
legal 
However, he abruptly 
stopped using the Manpower 
training funds to pay his staff 
after we questioned him about 
it. Ford also denied impropriety 
in any of his staff arrangements. 
His financial affairs, he insisted, 
are now in order. Lincoln has 
also started working full time 
for his congressional pay. 
Footnote: Ford has claimed to 
the press tat he hokfe a master’s 
degree from prestigious Van­ 
derbilt University. When we 
inquired, he said his M.S. came 
from Gupton College, Nashville. 
At Gupton, we learned the 
Congressman's M.S. stands for 
an 
arts degree in Mortuary 
Science.

Police association launching 
national drive to unionize all 
cops in country 
BAL HARBOUR, Fla - Even 
under 
the 
palm 
trees 
a 
policeman’s lot is not a happy 
one, they say Actually I went up 
the road on a more romantic 
mission, to see how some of the 
Mafiosi live in a fashion to which 
they’ve become quite easily 
accustomed 
I was diverted 
when I learned there's con­ 
siderable police union sentiment 
in nearby counties; the Federal 
Mediation 
Service 
fellows 
quietly are trying to prevent 
cops' job action m 12 Florida 
communities 
And the big International 
Conference 
of 
Police 
Associations (ICPA) plans to 
send its organizers down in 
some 60 days. 
This ICPA is quite a labor 
federation unto itself. It's as 
independent 
of labor's high 
command meeting here as are 
the miners, the auto workers 
and the Teamsters. But the 
ICPA does cooperate closely 
with 
the 
AFL-CIO's 
Public 
Employee 
Department 
especially the firefighters 
When 
I 
queried 
the 
association’s Washington-based 
president about strikes, he didn't 
say yes. nor did he say no to job 
action There's little doubt that 
actual police stoppages -- not the 
blue flu or the slow motion ticket 
issuing, traffic stalling gim­ 
micks but the real strike weapon 
- will be used as the police 
unionization 
drive 
sweeps 
across the land 
Association leader, 6-foot-4, 
270-pound ex-New York City 
radio car patrolman Ed Kier- 
nan, thinks of himself as a labor 
leader “as much in the labor 
movement as any of them with 
you now.” 
Kieman, ex-president of the 
Big 
Apple’s 
Patrolm en's 
Benevolent Assn., could play his 
old street-cruising self in some 
movie. But don’t get the flatfoot 
image. He's on the hustings 
much of the time, skillfully 
organizing as would any field 
“rep-- of the hard hats or the 
needle trades And he’s one of 
the best legislative lobbyists in 
the business 
• When I spoke with him the 
other day he had just returned 
from five communities in North 
Carolina, including Greensboro 
and High Point. He was putting 
the

agreement in the Las Cruces, 
New Mexico, police strike. This 
had triggered a wide municipal 
walkout, including firefighters 
and sanitation men, and had 
brought 
in Jerry 
Worf’s 
m u b n icip al 
em ployes 
organizers. They signed up 900 
city workers there. 
To picture the ICPA, view it as 
a sort of AFL-CIO for its 180,000 
cops, members of their own 
Benevolent Assns. Its objective 
is to sign up all PBAs, or 
organizing locals, to cover the 
nation’s 
450,000 
policemen, 
sheriffs e^al.

Tharpe worked an eight hour 
day for the new Congressman It

Cross said the two previous 
plans, issued in 1968 and 1972, 
were flawed, by incomplete in­

over­ 
estimates in the number of stu­ 
dents in Missouri's colleges and 
universityies. 
“ It is a real challenge to plan 
in times of great unrest, but 
with the state-wide data sys­

Research for the current plan

The second m aster plan fo­ 
cused on private as well as

schools, 
and stressed 
coordinating program s to avoid

those ideas would be used as a 
basis for the third plan which is 
expected to take two years to 
complete 
Cross also mentioned the de­ 
velopment of junior college dis­ 
tricts throughout Missouri as 
another issue which would be
